Paints Gloomy Picture 
In an address lasting an hour and 
20 minutes which some nazis called 
the greatest speech for peace since 
the World war, Hitler coupled his 
suggestion for a general attem pt to 
solve

declaration that it could not be done 
"while cannons are thundering or 
mobilized armies are bringing pres­ 
sure to bear upon it.”

R. J. Smith, 54, Killed 
By Hit-and-Run Driver: 
Broken Lens Only Clue 


A hit-and-run driver at midnight Thursday 
fatally injured Robert J. Smith, 54, 118 Carlisle 
street, and left his broken body along the Littles­ 
town road a quarter mile south of the Gettysburg 
borough line to be found ut dawn by passersby. 
State motor policemen today checked garages 
in this section and issued a general call for a wide­ 
spread search for a 1936 Lord car w ith one headlamp 
broken, probably the left one. 
Police found their sole clue to the identity of the driver 
of the machine which killed Smith by piecing together frag­ 
ments of the headlight lens showing the mark “Ford.” Later 
it was identified as having come from a 1936 model machine. 
Corporal J. G. Warren of the Gettysburg detail of the 
state motor police and Dr. Edgar A. Miller, Adams county 
coroner, agreed that the victim had died “at least four or 
five hours” before the body was found. 
Neighbors w'ho re­ 
called having been aroused by an unusual sound from the 
highway shortly before midnight strengthened the belief 
that the mishap occurred at about that time. 
Walking Tow’ard Gettysburg 
Corporal Warren learned, too, that Smith had spent 
Thursday evening at the home and garage of Hobson D. 
Crouse along the Littlestown road and had left there about 
l l :30 o’clock to walk to Gettysburg. 
So far as could be de­ 
termined he had not been seen alive after that time. 
As Corporal Warren re -constructed the accident, Smith 
was walking toward Gettysburg along the left or west side 
of the highway when he was struck from behind by a north- 
Dound car which was on its left side of the highway at the 
time. 
The officer said the mishap may have occurred while 
the de*<th car was in the act of passing another machine. 
Residents said it was foggy at the time of the accident. 
T, D, Hay, whose home is almost opposite the point 
where the body was found, told Corporal Warren that some 
unusual noise, which he could not identify, had aroused him

Nationwide distribution in clinical 
quantities was announced Thursday 
before the Pennsylvania Medical so­ 
c ie ty coincident with disclosure th a t 
the chemical had halved the pneu­ 
monia mortality rate at Pittsburgh’s 
Mercy hospital. 
Before releasing the drug to the 
medical profession, however, further 
tests of its efficiency will be made 
under a variety of experim ental 
conditions at five or six clinics in 
various parts of the country. 
Known 
as 
hydroxyethylapocu- 
preine. the chemical was described 
by Dr, Mark M Bracken, fellow in 
pneumonia research, as equal in ef­ 
fectiveness but without toxic effects 
of sulfapyridine and sulfanilam ide, 
two anti-pneum onia drugs recently 
placed in use. 
A derivative of quinine, the drug 
is administered either through in­ 
jection into the blood stream or by 


the mouth. 
In its ordinary form it 
is a white powder which Mellon in­ 
stitute scientists have been packing I 
in transparent gelatin capsules. 
Dr W. W. G Maclachlan, Merry I 
hospital physician in chief, credited 
hydroxyethylapocupreine with se v -; 
eral advantages over the two other 
“miracle” drugs whose adm inistra­ 
tion frequently is followed by nausea, J 
vomiting, 
drug 
fever, 
derm atitis, I 
acute hemolytic anemia and o th e r! 
symptoms. 
He 
reported 
th at 
in 
treating 500 patients, the third drug 
produced “very few” toxic signs. 
Dr. Dickinson S. Pepper, of Phila­ 
delphia. told the medical society a 
worldwide compilation of results in 
using sulfapyridine showed an av­ 
erage mortality of only 6.6 per cent 
in 2,958 cases of pneumonia.
